When the committee dees get 
around to voting, approval of the 
measure appears certain, Repub- 
licans hold a 13-12 edge in the 
committee, oa only four of the 
Democrats are party rebels against 
Truman’s program of “civil 
rights” legislation. 

The program also includes anti- 
segregation and anti-poll tax legis- 
lation. 

Meanwhile, in Richmond, Va., 
Gov. William M. Tuck asked the 
Virginia General Assembly to en- 
act legislation which would bar 
President Truman’s name from 
the next presidential election bal- 
ot 


The proposal, delivered person- 
ally to a join session of the State 
Legislature, was the Governor's 
answer to Truman’s civil rights 
program. Tuck invited similar 
action by the rest of the South. 


Measure Introduced, 

A bill carrying out Tuck 's pro- 
posals was introduced in the 
House of Delegates immediately 
after he finished, speaking. The 
measure was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections. 

The anti-lynching legislation in 
House committee would make it 
a federal crime to take part in 
or encourage a lynching. The max- 
imum penalty on conviction would 


be 10 years in prison and a 520,.- 


000 fine. Peace officers found 
guilty of negligence in. allowing 
a prisoner or suspect to be 
lynched could be fined 35000 and 


{imprisoned five years. 


Even the community in which a 
lynching occurred could. be penal- 
ized through a requirement to pay 
the victim’s dependents up to $10,- 
000 


States’ Right Cry Raised. 

Southern opposition to the mea- 
sure has centered around the con- 
tention that it invades states’ 
rights. Furthermore, Dixie repre- 
sentatives cite a drop in the num- 
ber of lynchings as evidence that 
they are eliminating the problem 
their own way. 

Gov. Tuck said the Truman pro- 
gram resulted from “iniquitous in- 
fluences” that had found their way 
into both major parties and would 
give to the Federal Government 
“sufficient power to create in 
America the “counterpart of a 
Hitler or a Stalin.” 

Tuck recommended that the 
State’s election laws be changed to 
eliminate the names of the presi- 
dential and vice presidential nom- 
inees from the ballot. Voters 
merely would designate-their party 
preference, Thus, the presidential 
electors would not necessarily be 
committeed to the party nominee. 

His proposed legislatian would 
also bar Henry Wallace's, third 
party from the ballot by limiting 
it to parties which participated.in 
the last presidential election or 
polled 10 per cent or more of the 
vote in any general election in 
the state in the last five years.

| In a ‘declaration issued at the 
State Department here .the three 
governments, also said the Com- 

unists seized power through “a 
cfisis artificially and deliberately 
| instigated.” 

With an apparent reference to 
earlier Communist power grabs, 
such as in Hungary, the three 
western powers charged that the 
crisis served as a cover for “the 
use of certain methods already 
tested in other places.” As a re- 
sult, the statement said, Czecho- 
slovakia has sufferod “the sus- 
\pension of the free exercise of 
parliamentary institutions and the 
establishment of a disguised dic- 
tatorship of a single party.“ 

Text of Statement. 

Here is the text of the joint 
declaration: 

“The governments of the United 
States, France and Great Britain 
have attentively followed the 
course of the events which have 
just taken place in Czechoslovakia 
and which place in jedpardy the 
very existence of the principles 
of liberty to which all democratic 
nations are attached. 

“They note that by means of 
a crisis artificially and deliber- 
ately instigated the use of cer- 
tain methods already tested in 
other places has permitted the 
suspension of the free exercise of 
parliamentary institutions and the 
establishment of a disguised dic- 
tatorship of a single party, under 
the cloak of a government of na- 
tional union. 

„They can but condemn a de- 
velopment the consequences of 
which can only be disastrous for 
the Czechoslovak people, who had 
proved once more in the midst of 
the sufferings of the second World 
War their attachment to the cause 
of liberty.” 

U.S. May Act on Exports. 

overnment officials, mean- 
while, told a reporter they are 
seriously considering a clamp on 
exports to Czechoslovakia as a 
way of expressing displeasure at 
the Communist overturh of the 
Czech Government. 

Such controls, they said, would 
limit the amount of heavy machin- 
ery and equipment Czechoslovakia 
can buy in the United States. 

During 1947, such heavy equip- 
ment made up $11,129,000 of the 
$49,000,000 Czechoslovakia spent 
for American goods. 

Top-level Government officials 
said these additional steps might 
follow: 

1. The Government's Export- 
Import Bank would “definitely 
kill” whatever chances the Czech 
Government has of getting $20,- 
000,000 cotton credit. 

2. The Treasury could freeze 
whatever assets the Czechoslo- 
vak Government has in this 
country. 

3. The American representa- 
tive on the World Bank might 
oppose Czechoslovakia’s long- 
standing application for a 3350, 
000,000 reconstruction loan. 

4. The American delegate on 
the International Monetary 
Fund could block any Czech loan 
request on the ground that a 
regimented Czechoslovakia 
would be a poor credit risk,

Such a petition has been filed by 
Mrs. Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
Democratic Representative from 
California, and now has a few 
more than 50 signatures. To get 
the bill out of the Banking Com- 
mittee 218 signatures are required. 

One title of the bill which would 
provide subsidized public housing 
for low-income groups has been 
the major target of its congres- 
sional opponents. Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, its principal sponsor, 
has told the Post-Dispatch he was 
determined to get a general hous- 
ing bill passed at this session, but 
that the public housing feature 
might have to be dropped to ob- 
tain passage of the general bill.

The Diamonds, a large réstau- 
rant and bus station at the in- 
tersection of Highway 66 And 
State Route 100 in Franklin 
county, known to thousands of 
travelers, was destroyed by fire 
early today. A strong wind 
whipped the flames through the 
two and three-story frame struc- 
ture, burning the building to the 
ground, : 

Five persons asleep in living 
quarters on the second and third 
floors of the building when the 
fire began about 11:30 -p.m., 
reached safety by climbing. from 
windows to porches and then 
walking down steps or dropping 
a short distance to the ground. 
There were about six customers 
in the restaurant. 

Glen Wood, assistant manager, 
and Fire Chief Paul Faris of 
Washington, Mo., estimated the 
loss at $500,000. 

Cause of the fire, which began 
in the second-floor living quarters, 
was not determined. Wood ex- 
pressed the opinion that it may 
have begun in the electric wiring 
system. 

Firemen were sum oned from 
Pacific, Gray Summit and Wash- 
ington. Employes also used a 
pumper kept at the restaurant and 
fought the flames with water ob- 
tained from two nearby swimming 
pools. However, the flames had 
too good a. start before firemen 
arrived and the strong wind made 
it impossible to stop the fire. Chief 
Faris said. 

Louis B. Eckelkamp, owner of 
the restaurant, who is on vaca- 
tion in California, telephoned last 
night, as he did each night, to 
learn how the business was go- 
ing. He was unable ta reach the 
restaurant because the fire was 
in progress but called a garage 
and learned what had happened. 
He planned t3 return immediately 
by airplane. Owner of the build- 
ing is Spencer Groff, who lives 
nearby. 

Among those asleep who reached 
safety were William F. Eckel- 
kamp, brother of Louis and op- 
erator of the filling station, who 
fled with his wife and ‘their 
month-old son, Stephen.

He said 
Clarke’s protest would not affect 
the commission’s award to Saar- 
inen but that an official statement 
on his criticism would have to 
await a poll of the award jury.

Under the rebate or refund sys- 
tem, groceries, supermarkets, res- 
taurants and other establishments 
have been able to obtain milk and 


pricé, provided the volume of their 
monthly sales is sufficiently large. 

Not only were the refund sys- 
tems identical, but at the time 
they were inaugurated both 
dairies had the same basic whole- 
sale price for quarts of grade A 
regular and homogenized? milk, 
which was 2 cents a quart below 
the retail price. The St. Louis 
and Pevely wholesale prices on 
quarts of cream, buttermilk, skim 
milk and chocolate milk also were 
the same. _ 

The rebates are based on an 
elaborate point system. The whole- 
sale customers of the two major 
dairies receive a credit of one 
point for the sale of each quart 
of regular and hom ized milk, 
buttermilk, skim milk, orange or 
chocolate drink, and for the sale 
of each half pint of cream or 
package of cottage cheese. 

Two points are given for each 
half gallon of milk or t of 
cream sold. The sale of @ gallon 
of milk earns four points, a gal- 
ro of 2 points and a 
gallon of co e cheese eight 
points. 

“From Union Contract.” 

“The point values were taken 
from the union contract,” Kerck- 
hoff explained. “The same point 
values set up for rebates have 
been carried for a number of 
years in the union contract in 
connection with commissions paid 
drivers on our routes. Of course, 
the refunds to wholesale custom- 
ers are different from the com- 
missions.” 

Under the rebate systems, as in- 
troduced, no refunds are paid to 
wholesale customers on the first 
300 points earned each month. On 
the next 100 points a rebate of 
one-fourth cent a point, or 25 
cents, is paid. The rebates jump 
one-fourth cent for each additional 
100 points a month, until a maxi- 
mum of one and one-half cents is 
refunded for all points aver 800 a 
month. | 

The refunds are paid once a 
month. A small ‘ne 
grocery or confectionery 
500 to 800 points a month 
receive 75 cents to $3.75 in rebates. 
A larger store with 2500 points 
would get back $29.25, while a big

Capt. Charles G. Cadell and 
Chauffeur John E. Kelly, Engine 
Co. No. 2, were suspended by 
English following the appearance 
of a story in an East St. Louis 
newspaper in which they quoted 
Carl Rueckert, fire department 
secretary, as saying the firemen 
would have a better chance of ob- 
taining a demanded pay increase 


if they broke away from their 
union. The headline over the 
story, “Administration Fights 
Union,” particularly aroused Eng- 
lisk’s ire. He also suspended 
Rueckert, who denied making the 
statement, and threatened to fire 
Cadell and Kelly, who stuck to 
their statement. 

Thirty-two of the 70 East St. 
Louis Yiremen made a surprise 
appearance at a hearing in Eng- 
lish’s office, and five of them cor- 
roborated Cadell and Kelly. Fol- 
lowing a heated discussion, the 
firemen asked William Buck, vice 
president of the International Fire 
Fighters’ Association, who at- 
tended the meeting: Do we go to 
work tomorrow?”

SENATOR DEMANDS BARBER 
BOARD QUIT OR BE FIRED 


Robinett Discusses Complaints, Says There’ll 
Be No Appropriation Until 
Change Is Made.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26— 
Senator William H. Robinett of 
Mountain Grove, chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee, 


served notice on the members of 
the State Board of Barber Exam- 
iners late yesterday that unless 
the members resigned or were re- 
moved by the Governor, no appro- 
priation for the board would be 
made, All the members are ap- 
pointees of Gov. Donnelly. 
Robinett’s notice came after 
John E. Johnston of Kansas City, 
president of the board, had been 
subjected to a severe examination 
by Robinett and other committee 
members on subjects connected 
with the board’s practices in issu- 
ance of licenses and in financial 
matters. | 
Johnston denied the truth of 
many complaints which had 
reached the committee that he for- 
merly was business agent of the 
barber’s union, had required ap- 
plicants for licenses to pay union 
dues before licenses were issued, 
and that in a number of instances 
amounts in excess of union dues 
had been demanded from ap- 
plicants. 

Robinett’s Statement. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Robinett said to Johnston and J. 
C. Green of Doniphan, another 
member of the board: 
“You are charged with the ad- 
ministration and supervision of 
the barber business in Missouri. 
This committee has seen fit to 
strike out in toto the appropria- 
tion for the board. If you have 
anything to show why you should 
be given an appropriation, you 
have failed to produce it. 
“The committee has received 
complaints from all parts of the 
state that from $25 to $50 has 
been collected from applicants for 
union dues. The union dues 
amount to only $25. The where- 
abouts of the remaining $25 I do 
not know. 

“The board has denied to ex- 
service men the right they have 
to licenses under the law. 

“This matter is in your hands. 
You know how to set your house 
in order. I leave that problem 
with you. There is an ald Army 
story’ that when an officer is 
charged with conduct unbecoming 
a gentleman, a six-shooter is laid 
before him on the table and he 
knows what to do with it, Good 
day, gentlemen.” 

As they walked from the com- 
mittee room Robinett told them 
that “the board will receive exact- 
ly nothing as an appropriation 
until this problem is settled,” 
“The way this board has been 
operated,” Robinett said later, “it 
is engaged in a pernicious activity 
detriméntal to the state. It 
would better pass out of exis- 
tense than continue as it has.” 
The third member of the board, 
Charles Quinlan of Hannibal, who 
is in charge of the St. Louis of- 
fice, did not attend the hearing. 

Dues Collection Denied. 
In response to questions, John- 
ston denied that he had collected

In 1940 we employed and 
trained 155 new people. A check 
for last year showed the equiva- 
lent of 1474 employed annually, or 
11 times the 1940 rate. The 
trainees are paid the starting

last year. More people were 
trained for toll service last year 
than in 1940 because we had a 
higher percentage of toll call busi- 
ness, but this raised the avérage 
training period, because it takes 
four or five weeks to train for 
toll switchboards against three 
weeks for local.” 

Lengthy testimony yesterday in 
explanation and defense of South- 
western Bell's employe pension 
plan left counsel for the state 
commission and protesting cities 
in doubt as to further procedure 
on this phase, They intend to 
submit the data on the subject 
to the actuary of the state insur- 
ance department for analysis, 
before determining whether, to 
cross-examine the witness on this 
matter, in a possible attempt to 
reduce the pension charges for 
purpose of rate-making calcula- 
tions. 

This witness was Thomas T. 
Stevenson of New York, chief ac» 
tuary for A. T. & T., which owns 
the stock of Southwestern Bell. At 
the request of John P. Randolph, 
general counsel for the commis- 
sion, Stevenson is to furnish his 
work sheets on which the basic 
computations were made for the 
1947 pension accrual charges. 
There are more than 200 of these 
sheets. 

Stevenson told Randolph today 
that annual pension payments 
may be equal in 50 to 75 years to 
the annual accruals paid in by the 
company and the interest earn- 
ings, added together. The pension 
fund balance then would be ex- 
pected to remain stationary, he 
said. This was an admission of 
some significance, in connection 
with the criticism of the annual 
accrual charges. 

“Doesn't that mean,” Randolph 
asked, “that you would be accru- 
ing now, as an operating expense, 
for a liability you wouldn't have 
to meet for 75 years?” 

“Some portion of it, yes,” Ste- 
venson replied. : 
_ Explains Pension System, 

Stevenson testified yesterday as 
to the system of annual accruals 
to meet demands on the com- 
pany's pension fund. The company 
bears the full cost, without em- 
ploye participation, and uses the 
actuariaf method in charging an- 
nual accruals, rather than the pay- 
as-you-go plan, the latter having 
been abandoned in 1928, 15 years 
after the pension system was inst! 
tuted. 

Continuation of the pay-as-you- 
go plan, the witness said, would 
have resulted in high annual 
charges, and might have endan- 
gered the permanence of the plan, 

Last year’s payments into the 
pension fund, he stated, amounted 
to $7,291,226, being the equivalent 
of 4.77 per cent of all operating 
expenses for the year. It was fig- 
ured, he said, at the rate of. 6.47 
per cent of total basic payroll. 

Jerome M. Joffee, counsel for 
Kansas City, has brought out the 
fact that interest earned by in- 
vestment of the pension fund has 
exceeded the annual payments in 
recent years. Stevenson said that 


in his opinion, pension payments 
might exceed interest earnings 
within a few years. Last year in- 
terest earnings were $1,102,393, and 
pension payments were $1,008,547. 

At the end of 1947, the pension 
fund was $47,538,414, compared to 
$16,540,232 in 1940. In the same 
period, the witness said, the num- 
ber of employes has increased 
from 24,000 to 51,000, and the basic

Mayor Kaufmann made a good start toward 
the new drive for slum clearance in his talk 
before the Anti-Slum Commission at the Noon- 
day Club. The Mayor strongly favors rehabili- 
tation of the area bounded by Market, Olive, 
Fifteenth and Grand. He wants the city ta 
confine the proceeds of the recently proposed 


bond issue to that area. 


Everybody knows that, though the city has 
other run-down areas, this particular one is by 


tar the worst. In a recent survey by Richard 


G. Baumhoff, which contained all the horrible 
facts of life about this section, it was termed 
No. 1 eyesore of St. Louis.“ Mayor Kaufmann’s 
plan is simple. It would be to take the bond 
issue of $7,500,000 to $10,000,000 (thopgh 
upon further consideration a larger bond issue 
may be necessary) and acquire contiguous blocks 
of real estate in this section. The property would 
be sold, under strict conditions, to private op- 
erators, who then would construct new housing. 

If anyone thinks this would not be ‘a good 
investment for the city, let him take another 
good look at these slums when going to or 
from work. Thousands of St. Louisans, indeed, 
are appalled every day by the appearance of the 


Privy Belt right in the heart of the city. Most 


of the buildings aren’t fit for dogs to live in. 

The Fifteenth-to-Grand slum section is a 
eancer eating at the heart of St. Louis. It is 
the first thing visitors see when they enter our 
city. It is the last thing they see when they 
leave, St. Louis has spent great sums of money 
in developing the Memorial and Aloe Plazas, 
yet they are divided by slums. It prides itself on 
the Milles fountain, but a stone’s throw away 
people are living in conditions as bad as in 
Poland or China. 

Mr. Baumhoff made this general characteriza- 
tion of the central slum district: 
It is an ugly, ded area, occupied 
largely by dila houses more than a 
half-century * Squalid living conditions 
are the rule for the 9000 to 9500 inhabitants, 
at least nine-tenths of whom are Negroes. 
In many respects, this is the center of the 
worst social and living conditions in the city. 
Here 4s where crime is spawned, where ju- 
veniles have a high degree of delinquency. Here 
is where infant m y is greatest. Here is 
where the outdoor privy is common, and where 
a bathtub is a luxury. Here is where families 
pay $20 to $30 a month for two dingy rooms, 
and where many families are crowded together 
in one rickety building. 

And yet the location of the district is such 
that it could be made a showplace of St. Louis, 


‘with tall, handsome apartment buildings, play- 


grounds, curving streets and plenty of open 
space, The realization of this idea would anchor 
fading downtown property values and give St. 
Louis a new look. In time, it would yield large 
sums in taxation, whereas at present the cost 
of city services—police, fire department, sewers, 
lights, ete.— may well exceed the amount col- 
lected in taxes. | 
There are many areas of the city which need 
rehabilitation, but the central district needs to 
be leveled to the ground and entirely rebuilt. 
Once this is done, the tonic and wholesome ef- 
fects are sure to spread to other parts of the 
city. 5 ’ 
Mayor Kaufmann, we think, deserves the strong 
support of this community in focusing as the 
first big anti-slum objective the area between

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A Forward Step in Air Safety 


At last the Civil Aeronautics Board is creaking 


around to eliminating the long-criticized double 
standard of safety for air line travelers. The 
board has served notice that after March 5 the 
“irregular,” or non-scheduled, air lines will have 
to met practically the same safety rules under 
which the scheduled air lines operate. These 
rules are very much stiffer and the action is in 
line with a recommendation made several weeks 
ayo by the President's Air Policy Commission. 
The C.A.B.’s chief concern is with the owners 
of the 400 or more multi-engined planes that fly 
the non-scheduled air lines. Some of the fatal 
accidents concerning several, of these operators 
have bordered on almost criminal careless- 
ness. Last year the irregular operators carried 
only 2 per cent of the domestic air traffic, but 
suffered 14 per cent of the casualties. Although 
the five-man C.A.B. has been crippled because it 
has no chairman and two other members have re- 
signed, it should have long ago bridged the big 
gap in safety regulations between non-scheduled 
and scheduled operators, 


In this day and age, scheduled and non- 


scheduled air liners should all have the same 
type of radio equipment, similar maintenance 
and inspection, and pilots who have all passed 
the same proficiency tests. The competent non- 
scheduled operator, as well as the scheduled air 
line operator, should be glad to see the end of 
the day when a shoestring speculator could buy 
a war-weary military plane, convert it, and 
gamble with his passengers’ lives under trag- 
ically inadequate safety regulations. , 
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Senator Barkley Weakens 
By proposing to join the Republicans in a 
four-billion-dollar tax cut, Senate - Minority 


Leadet Barkley deserts President Truman and 
damages his party's integrity. 


Mr. Truman has urged Congress not to cut 


federal revenue in the face of inflation and a 
huge .debt. He is right, for the same reason 
that President Roosevelt was right in the similar 
affair where Barkley deserted him. Roosevelt 
urged steeper taxes in 1944 and vetoed a bill 
which did not levy them. Instead of support- 
ing him, Barkley angrily quit as Majority 
Leader and then accepted the job back. Even 
Senator Taft now admits that wartime taxes 
should have been heavier to mop up the infla- 
tionary money that plagues us today. 

Perhaps Barkley reasons now, as he did 
then, that the Administration was in for a lick- 
ing, and is following the maxim: “If you can’t 
beat em, join em.“ He gives up too readily. 
If the President stopped two tax cuts, the votes 
might be found to uphold his. veto on a third. 


Now, with so influential a Democrat giving up, 


this hope is dimmer. 

The Senator cannot see any, political ad- 
vantage to be gained either way,” but his deed 
belies the words.

* Acting not in defiance but to determine constitutionality of Section 
304 of Taft-Hartley Act, CIO president faces trial for writing 
political editorial in union newspaper; gag applies to newspapers 
in general and to. corporations, too; does it violate frée speech?

One of the most disputed provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley Act will be tested soon in, 
the federal courts. 

At issue will be the constitutionality of 
Section 304 of the law, which forbids any 
bank, corporation or labor union to make 
a contribution of an 
expenditure in con- 
nection with political 
elections. 


The test arises 
through the grand 
jury indictment of 
the CIO and its presi- 
dent, Philip Murray, 
on charges of violat- 
ing’ the political-ex- 
penditures clause of 
the act. Specifically, 
Mr. Murray wrote an 
editorial and had it 
published in the 
unpion-financed CIO 
News in which he 
urged Baltimore voters to support Edward 
Garmatz in the special election called to 
fill the House seat of Thomas d’Alesandro 
after the latter had been elected Mayor,

Gag on the Press 


Mr. Murray acted deliberately to violate 
the law; he invited prosecution in order to 
test its constitutionality. The cited viola- 
tiqn of the law is that an editorial in a 
union-financed newspaper explicitly back- 
ing a congressional candidate inevitably in- 
volves “an, expenditure” of union funds. 
The Justice Department finds such an ex- 
penditure” contrary to the act, and evident- 
ly so did the grand jury. : 

There is clearly at stake here mare tha 
the right of Mr. Murray to publish a po- 
litical editorial in has union’s newspaper. 
Such questions as these are raised: 


If a bank or a corporation or a labor 
union can make no expenditure in connetr 
tion with a political election, would not this 
provision of the Taft-Hartley Act seem to 
make it illegal for a newspaper which hap- 
pened to be owned as a corporation to 
print news about an election? Such news 
would be in connection with à political 
election. Such news certainly would in- 
volve an “expenditure.” Undoubtedly, such 
an interpretation of the faw would run up 
against the constitutional guarantees of a 
free press and free speech. 


Even if no issue realistically could be 
raised about the right of any newspaper, 
whether owned by a corporation or by a 
labor ynion, to print election news, wouldn't 
an editorial stand by such a newspaper for 


or against any candidate be likely to fall 
afoul of the Taft-Hartley Act? And if it 
did, wouldn't it infringe the free-preas and 
free-speech rights under the Constitution? 


Senator Taft, for example, says that the 
law was not intended to apply to profes- 
sional newspapers whose revenues are 
drawn from their subscribers and advertis- 
ers. But what counts primarily is not what 
the act’s:authors say they meant to do but 
what the law itself says, 


A Very Thin Line 


If it is assumed that a paper, union or 
otherwise, is free to print election news as 
such, does this mean that it would be illegal 
for the CIO News to print Mr, Murray's 
statement supporting Mr. Garmatz as an 
editorial under a little headline on the in- 
side editorial page, but that it would be 
legal for the CIO News to print Mr. Mur- 
ray’s same statement as A news story under 
a big headline on Page 1? 

Obviously, this provision of the act tends 
to draw the line dangerously thin, and it 
is well that a prompt test of its constitu- 
tionality is to be forthcoming. 


The reason this issue is coming up at all 
is that in seeking to place equal restraints 
upon corporations and labor unions, the 
Taft-Hartley Act added a new word—and 
thereby a new provision—to previous legis- 
lation in this field. Heretofore the law had 
prevented corporations from making “con- 
tributions” in connection with political elec- 
tions. But the Taft-Hartley Act not only 
proscribes “contributions” but also forbids 
“expenditures” by corporations and unions. 


It is this banning of “expenditures” as 
well’ as “contributions” which raises the 
new issues under the Taft-Hartley law. 


Fundamental Issue 


To bar campaign contributiona by either 
corporations or unions would not have in- 
volved questions of a free press and free 
speech. But for a union-financed news- 
paper to print a resolution passed by a ma- 
jority of the union’s members announcing 
their preference in a congressional or presi- 
dential ‘election certainly would entail an 
“expenditure” of union funda and hence 
would appear to be prohibited by the law. 


Mr. Murray emphasizes that he acted not 
in “a spirit of defiance or bitterness,” but 
to test this particular provision of the law. 


Obviously, the issues reach to funda- 
mental constitutional and individual rights. 
It is beneficial that their determination by 


the courts should be forthcoming promptly.: 


Showy, But Not Deep,

The financing of our railroads has never 
been satisfactory, The problem of consoli- 
dation has never been worked out and there 
remains the question of Jabor policy, To- 
day the American public is paying for 
featherbedding no end. How, can it be 
broken up? 


Mr. Toung's contribution to consolidation, 
so far as we know, has been to open -his 
fight to gain representation on the board 
of the New York Central, into which he 
has put C. & O. money. Mr, Young is now 
on the air nationally to present this and 
other matters te public attention. But we 
do not yet know whether the consolidation 
he seeks would be wise consolidation. 

Trains magazine does a service in calling 
attention to the larger problems. It would 


not be good for the public to reach the con- 


clusion that Mr. Young is solving railroad- 
ing in this country—just because he has put 
in some operating innovations that people

At Possum Trot Farm 


Still Winter, but 
Spring ls on Wing 


By Leonard Hall 


T certainly seemed for a few days last week 

that Old Man Winter might be losing his grip. 

Then he waggied his shaggy white whiskers, 

det his ear-muffs down firmly on his head, puffed 

out his frosty 

cheeks and really 

let us have it. One 

of the worst storms 

of winter drove 

down the valley, 

with blinding snow 

riding the back of a 

biting nor’easter, 

and piling into 

drifts. against the 

fence-rows. The 

bird feeders, which 

had been somewhat 

neglected during re- 

cent warm days, did 

a rushing business 

and we put out 

‘Sats fresh suet, crack- 

lings ‘and hickory nuts. Juncoes, titmice, chick- 

adees came in constant relays, fluttering their 

wings at one another but all managing to get 

their fill without serious bickering. The wood- 

‘peckers were on hand—downy and red-bellied— 

and the Carolina wren slipped in for a bite when 
the others were busy. 
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DESPITE THE BLIZZARD, we've scen sure 
signs that winter is wearing toward its end. On 
one of the warm days last weck, Perry and I 
were over in the east fields with the surveyor's 
level, running the grade lines for « diversion ter- 
race to be built this spring. I heard a distant 
rustling sound and a moment later A great flock 
of red-winged blackbirds swept across the fields 
the first we've seen since they went south last 
autumn. Later that afternoon, they landed in the 
big oak trees behind the house, and settled down 
to feed with the cattle. Now and then they 
would take wing to wheel in formation above the 
field, with the color on their wings changing from 
light orange to deep red in the late afternoon 
sunlight. A flock of cow-birds joined them; and 
a band of grackles. With the prairie horned 
larks and meadowlarks which have wintcred with 
us, the high ridge field was alive with birds. 

1 

NEXT MORNING as we headed out to feed the 
cattle, the first sound to greet my ear,was the 
song of the bluebirds. Soon we located them—a 
band of perhaps a dozen, scattered along an old 
fence row. We mean to see to it that in addition 
to hollow posts and trees they have plenty of 
nesting boxes around the garden and barn lot 
this season. That same day brought our first 
band of northward-bound ducks. We saw them 
trading up and down along the bottom fields 
which border the creek afid finally drop into the 
east pond—but too far away to be identified. And 
that reminded me of another chore. The wood 
ducks migrate through our valley in fair num- 
bers and we're going to get up a half-dozen nest- 
ing boxes in the pin oaks around the pond and 
also along the creek and see if we can't persuade 
some of them to stop with us this summer. 
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THERE ARE other signs of spring; buds be- 
ginning to swell on the elms, sap running in 
many of the trees, a certain tinge of color in the 
branches of the willows along the creek. It’s 
time to tap the sugar maples—and I'd promised 
myself that we would make syrup this spring. 
But that is a job which needs constant attention 
—and it seems that once or twice each week I 
find myself heading toward distant parts to talk 
on conservation. Last week we went north into 
Illinois to the annual meeting of the White Hall- 
Roodhouse Soil Conservation District. There's a 
great contrast between the broad prairie fields of 
that countryside and our rolling acres flanked by 
the Ozark ranges. But there certainly is no dif- 
ference in the friendly spirit of the folks who 
live there. More than that; something interest- 
ing happens when farmers band together into a 
Soil Conservation District to tackle co-operatively 
the tremendous task of maintaining and rebuild- 
ing the productivity of their land. A new spirit 
enters the farm community and, as the job gocs 
forward, a new and permanent farm prosperity 
is created there. The aim of the Soils District 
is better land use—but an inevitable result is bet- 
ter farm living.

The final battle of the War of 
1812 was actually fought two weeks 
after the war was over.

F you want to find the nutri- 
tional value of a piece of wood 
your best bet ig to ask a fat 
beaver, but if you are only inter- 
ested: in wood as a building ma- 
terial, here are some tips an things 
that you should look for vefore 

you buy. 

You'll find knots in practically 
all lumber but if there is a board, 
said board will be good for just 
about one thing—kindlin * wood. 
Another thing you want to 
watch for is something l 
shakes, There are many different 
classifications of this flaw but the 
general result is cracks along the 
annual growth rings. Now if the 
lumber did not dry out according 
— Hoyle you'll cracks running 
the annual rings 
—— isn’t so hot either. Check 
the ends of each board and see if 

it has these two troubles. 


A board will do considerable 
warping if not seasoned properly 
and warping can be so excessive 
as to make a board useless. Check 


for this by holding the board on 
edge and sighting res | it. And 
sometimes you'll find a little bark 
along the edge of a board which 
makes it okey for doing rough 
work, but spoils it for any ‘fin- 
ished. job. 

When you buy  tongued-and- 
grooved lumber, check each plece 
to see if the tongue and groove 
are sound or whether they have 
been Droken or splintered, This 
often happens in handling and, 
while it may not be anyone's fault, 
there is no reason why you should 
have to pay for it.

OFT water is one of the great- 
8 est of boons for every wash- 

ing task, from shampoos and 
bathing to laundering and doing 
the dishes. 
In the past usually you’ve had a 
choice of two ways to soften water 
—by installing a threshold soften- 
ing equipment or by adding a 
softener directly to the water at 
hand.
